In response to the Office Action dated February 27, 2003, please consider the following 
comments. The claims are not being amended at this time, but are presented here to provide a 
complete copy of all pending claims. 

1 . A magnet type stepping motor comprising: 

(1) a stator having three-phase stator windings, and 6m pieces of stator main 
pole arranged side by side, where m is an integer and > 1, the stator windings of one phase being 
wound around a first stator main pole and every third stator main pole among the 6m pieces of 
the stator main pole, wherein when the stator windings of one phase are excited with a direct 
current, m pieces of N pole and m pieces of S pole are formed alternately on those pieces of
